Richmond, Va.—A neglected scene 
of George Washington’s youthful la­ 
bors is now coming in for its share of 
public attention. 
The little stone of- 
flceTH which he worked for Lord Fair­ 
fax will soon become a show spot of 
Clarke county, Va. 
A hundred and seventy-seven years 
ago George Washington might have 
been found there any day, figuring 
busily and poring over outstretched 
charta and maps. In the neighborhood 
he made his first acquaintance, as a 
surveyor, with a country he was later 
\o know as a soldier. Here he became 
accustomed to hardships and priva­ 
tions such as were to he his lot in ihe 
devolutionary war. The little office is 
only some sixty miles or so from Wash- 
n aft on, D. C. When the young surveyor 
worked there it was on a wild frontier. 
Henry, Lord Fairfax, was once vis­ 
iting his relative, 
William 
Fairfax, 
when George Washington was present. 
Lawrence 
Washington had married 
William Fairfax’s daughter. The great 
mat) took a fancy to tile boy, just past 
ids seventeenth birthday.

Five of 29 asso­ 
ciations that gave the department In­ 
formation as to when they began op­ 
erations, were orptnized before 1920, 
nnd the remainder since the begin­ 
ning of that year. 
Co-operative egg marketing was first 
developed by the present method on 
tile Pacific coast. 
An association was 
formed In 1013 in Tulare county. Cali­ 
fornia. with about IOO members. 
In 
its first year its sales exceeded $2.1;- 
000. 
Last year Its sales were nearly 
$400,000. 
Poultry producers of cen­ 
tral California formed an organization 
in 1910, and this concern last year had 
2.500,000 hens covered by Its contracts. 
Its eggs are carefully graded and han­ 
dled and are In good demand in East­ 
ern markets. 
Tile Poultry Producers 
of Southern California, Inc., a co-op­ 
erative organization formed In 1917, 
handled 87,553 cases of eggs in its first 
year. 
Last year it bundled 139,(KR) 
cases. 
In 1917 the Washington Co-op­

Richmond, Va.—A neglected scene 
of George Washington’s youthful la­ 
b ors is now coming in for its share of 
pub lic attention. 
The little stone of­ 
fice Til which he worked for Lord Fair 
| fax will soon b ecome a show spot tv f 
Clarke county, Va. 
A hundred and sev enty-sev en years 
ago George Washington 
might hav e 
b een found there any 
day, 
figuring 
b usily and poring ov er outstretched 
charts and maps. 
In the neighb orhood 
he made his first acq uaintance, as a 
surv eyor, with a country he was later 
to know » is a soldier. 
Here he b ecame 
accustomed to hardships and priv a­ 
tions such as were to b e his lot in the 
Rev olutionary war. 
The little office is 
uiily some sixty miles or so from Wash- 
ngton, D. C. When the young surv eyor 
worked there it was on a wild frontier. 
Henry, Lord Fairfax, was once v is­ 
iting his relativ e, 
William 
Fairfax, 
when George Washington was present. 
Lawrence 
Washington 
had 
married 
William Fairfax’s daughter. The great 
iiiiii! took a fancy to the b oy, just past 
his sev enteenth b irthday. 
Finding in 
him ab ilities and attainm ents b eyond 
ids years, he engaged him to surv ey 
ids v <!st tracts of land in the riyji v al­ 
ley of the A!leghnnies. 
'W ashington set out in March, 174S, 
together with George William F airfax; 
and. through Ashley’s Gap in the F» lue 
Uhltft* mountains, the western frontier 
of inhab ited Virginia, they passed into 
I » ho v uPey.

| Shenandoah riv er, ab out twelv e miles 
! from the present town of Winchester,

Its eggs are carefully graded and han­ 
dled and are in good demand in E ast­ 
ern markets. 
The Poultry Producers 
of Southern California, inc., a co-op­ 
erativ e organization formed in 19 17, 
handled $7,553 cases of eggs in its first 
year. 
Last year it handled 139 ,000 
cases. 
In 19 17 the Washington Co-op­ 
erativ e Egg and Poultry association 
was 
formed 
with

Seattle. 
This association now handles 
ab out 300,000 cases of eggs a year, and 
its net worth has Increased from ab out 
$1.000 to $700,000. 


Records of Progress. 
Similar records of progress In co-op 
erntion are cited b y the United States 
Department of Agriculture from infor­ 
mation furnished b y co-operativ e egg 
and poultry associations In most of the 
other states mentioned. 
Poultry pro­ 
ducers iu New Jersey, faced with com­ 
petition from Pacific coast poultrymen 
in Eastern markets, formed an asso­ 
ciation 
in 
19 21 
with 438 memb ers. 
A Her 
some unfortunate experiences 
this concern was reorganized in 19 23, 
and last year it b andied approximate­ 
ly 70,000 cases of eggs. 
Poultry and eggs hav e b een m ar­ 
keted cooperativ ely in tb e last ten 
years through co-operativ e creameries 
In Minnesota.
